2. RUSSIAN ICBM. BALTSUN PARKS REPORTS UNVEILING OF NEW 
60-FOOT ROCKET, APPARENTLY AN ICBM, IN RED SQUARE PARADE, 

THIS MOVE BEING INTERPRETED IN MOCSOW AS A MILD WARNING 
TO US THAT SOVIET UNION HAD NOT RELAXED ITS MILITARY PRE- 
PAREDNESS DESPITE THE RAPPROCHEMENT WITH WEST, GRECHKO 
SAYING: WE HAVE NO RIGHT TO FORGET THAT REACTIONARY 
IMPERIALIST FORCES EXIST IN WORLD AND THEY ARE ACTIVE, 

BUILDING UP THE ARMS RACE, AND NOT STOPPING SHORT OF USING 
FORCE AGAINST PEOPLE UPHOLDING THEIR FREEDOM AND INDE- 
PENDENCE. PARKS SAYS WESTERN MILITARY OBSERVERS SAID 
THEY WEREN'T SURE ABOUT THE SPECIFIC USE THE NEW MISSILE 

IS DESIGNED FOR, HOW MANY STAGES IT HAS, OR WHAT FUEL IT 
USES, BUT TASS HINTED THAT THE NEW THREE-STAGE MISSILES 
HAVE HIGHLY EFFECTIVE FUELS. 

2A. NYTIMES WREN REPORTS SOVIETS DISPLAYED WHAT WESTERN 
MILITARY SPECIALISTS BELIEVE TO BE A NEW ICBM, THE FIRST 
MAJOR NEW MILITARY HARDWARE TO BE SHOWN OFF IN PARADE 
SINCE 1967, OBSERVERS ADDING NEW MISSILE DIDN'T APPEAR TO 
VIOLATE 1972 INTERIM AGREEMENT ON OFFENSIVES. LATER 
BREZHNEV COMMENTED THAT THE MOST ADVANCED MILITARY EQUIP- 
MENT HAD BEEN DISPLAYED, SAYS WREN, AND TASS SAID THE 
ICBMS ON DISPLAY WERE OF UNIQUE POWER AND ACCURACY, THUS 
SUPPORTING THE SPECULATION OF ONE WESTERN MILITARY 
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SPECIALIST THAT MISSILE MAY HAVE IMPROVED GUIDANCE SYSTEM. 
BUT DESPITE THE WEAPONRY, SAYS WREN, PARADE'S THEME 
STRESSED ACCOMMODATION WITH WEST, AS DID GRECHKO'S SPEECH. 

3. NATO. NYTIMES REUTERS THE HAGUE REPORTS SCHLESINGER 

AND EUROPEAN COUNTERPARTS CONCLUDED MEETING AND BOTH SIDES 
WERE REPORTED REASSURED THAT ALLIANCE SOLIDARITY WAS ON 
THE MEND, THIS NUCLEAR PLANNING GROUP MEETING HAVING BEEN 
DOMINATED BY A NEED FOR THE AMERICANS AND EUROPEANS TO 
WORK OUT THEIR DIFFERENCES ON MIDEAST POLICY AND THE 
ADEQUACY OF US CONSULTATION. PENTAGON SPOKESMAN FRIEDHEIM 
SAID AT HAGUE SCHLESINGER NOW FELT THAT PROBLEM HAD BEEN 
WORKED OUT. 
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3A. WASHPOST BRIEF STRESSES AMERICAN SPOKESMAN SAID 
SCHLESINGER AND EUROPEAN COUNTERPARTS HAVE REACHED A 
BETTER UNDERSTANDING ON THE DISPUTES DIVIDING THE 
ALLIANCE. STORY SAYS NATO SOURCES SAID THE PROBLEMS- 
WHETHER EUROPE MUST SUPPORT US POLICY IN MIDEAST AND 
WHETHER WASHINGTON MUST INFORM NATO IN ADVANCE ABOUT 
MILITARY ALERTS-STILL REMAIN BUT THE MEETING TOOK MUCH OF

4. COMMENT. WEDNESDAY WASHSTAR EDITORIAL NOTED COMMART 
JAPANESE STATEMENTS CALLING FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM 
ARAB TERRITORIES, SAID WESTERN FRIENDSHIPS ARE POTENTIAL 
VICTIMS OF ARAB OIL STRATEGY, BUT DON'T FORGET THIS 
STRATEGY IS FAR FROM ACHIEVING ITS MAIN AIM OF FORCING A 
SETTLEMENT FAVORABLE TO THE ARAB CAUSE. SETTLEMENT STILL 
MUST ACCORD WITH PRINCIPLES OF JUSTICE AND PRACTICALITY 
WHICH WILL PREVAIL WHETHER OR NOT WEST IS FORCED TO UNDER- 
GO A SERIOUS ENERGY CRISIS. 

4A. WEDNESDAY BALTSUN EDITORIAL SEES ATLANTIC ALLIANCE 
RIVEN AS NEVER BEFORE, AND IT WILL BE KISSINGER'S DUTY TO 
IMPRESS UPON SAUDI ARABIA THAT ITS OIL POLICY IS PERILOUS 
AND FAISAL MUST CONSIDER HIS OWN INTERESTS, WITH SOVIET 
NAVAL SQUADRONS CRUISING THE ARABIAN SEA, AND ALSO THE 
INTERESTS OF SUCH CLOSE NEIGHBORS AS IRAN AND PAKISTAN

SLICING ONE ALLY AFTER ANOTHER, CALLING SACRIFICE OF 
INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES AS APPEASING AS IN CASES OF 
SUDETENLAND OR DANZING. SILK SAYS WESTERN POWERS AND

IGNORING EUROPEAN ALLIES WHEN IT INVOKED ITS MILITARY 
ALERT. A DECENT REGARD FOR FEELINGS OF ALLIES WOULD HAVE 
PROMPTED SWIFT NOTIFICATION AND EXPLANATION OF US ACTION, 
INSTEAD OF TREATMENT REMINISCENT OF THAT GIVEN JAPAN WHEN 
US WAS NEGOTIATING WITH COMMUNIST CHINA. 

4D. SCRIPPS-HOWARD EDITORIAL OCTOBER 28 WAS 
ENTITLED, NATO SELFISHNESS, STRESSING THAT OUR ALLIES,

ASSIST US POLICY, AS EVIDENCED IN VIETNAM DAYS AND NOW

5. TROOP CUTS. CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR NOVEMBER 2 
STRESSED TROOP CUTTING WILL TAKE LONG TIME, POSSIBLY 
SEVERAL YEARS, BUT VIENNA TALKS HAVE GOT OEF TO 
BUSINESSLIKE START AFTER LONG PREPARATORY SESSIONS. BIG 
DIEFERENCES BETWEEN SIDES REMAIN: WHETHER CUTS WIEL BE 
BALANCED, WHETHER BEGIN WITH TWO SUPERPOWERS' TROOPS OR 
ACROSS THE BOARD, WHETHER CONCENTRATE ON CONVENTIONAL

5A. DENVER POST NOVEMBER I EXPRESSED ENCOURAGEMENT BY 
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
